Commander Byrd’s transatlantic 
flight has been put off until tomor- 
row morning at the earliest, hecause 
of continuing unfavorable weather 
conditions over the North Atlantic. 
Roswell F. Barratt and Carl F. 
Rossby, Commander Byrd’s meteoro- 
logical advisers, looked over the 
weather charts yesterday with Dr. 
James H. Kimball of the local 
Ww er. Bureau and agreed with 
him that a start. would be inadvis- 
able for the next twenty-four hours. 

A storm area is moving slowly 
northwestward from about 250 miles 
off the Virginia Capes, and will re- 
main athwart any route which Com- 
mander Byrd might choose for his 
flight. From Newfoundland eastward 
over the steamship lanes is an area 
of fair weather, but storms are blow- 
ing down from Greenland and Ice- 
land, and a ‘third storm is indicated 
off the French coast.

Commander Byrd’s jicourse, as 
marked on his maps, somewhat 
south of the Great..Gircle course and 
a little south’ of dsindbergh’s. .

It hits the land at Bray 
Head, Ireland, and then cutting south 
to the southern tip of Ireland, goes 
directly to Plymouth, Cherbourg and 
into Paris. This course avoids much 
of the foggy and cold area and is 
only twenty-seven miles longer than 
the direct Great Circle route, which 
is 3,610 miles. The course is exactly 
1,900 miles from St. John’s to Bray 
Head over the ocean.

Detectives arrested the 
accused men and they were released 
in bail for a hearing. They denied 
the charge and refused to discuss 
the episode. 

The flat charge that religious bias 
was intense at the hospital and was 
back of the ordeal of the three in- 
terns set three investigations in 
motion. The first was launched by 
Bird S. Coler, Commissioner of Public 
Welfare, who denounced the attack 
and said that ‘‘it seems like a bad 
religious war.’’ The second inquiry 
was initiated by the -Committee of 
Interns of the Medical Board of the 
hospital. The committee heard wit- 
nesses and adjourned. Dr. Cameron

Mayor Says City Will Act. 

The third investigation was promised 
by Mayor Walker. He was indignant 
after reading newspaper accounts of 
the experiences of the interns. 

“If. this be true, as represented in 
the afternoon papers,’ said the 
Mayor,’’ that these men were hazed 
especially because they are Jews, or 
of any other faith, I will see that the 
guilty ones are prosecuted to the last 
ditch. I will conduct an investiga- 
tion to fix responsibility, and the 
guilty ones will not be allowed to re- 
main in the city service.

press exclusively. 

Mr. Gibson admitted that he 
‘“‘hadn’t an inkling’ of the British 
proposals—nor of the Japanese—until 
they were presented at the confer- 
ence a few minutes earlier. He 
admitted further that they “differed 
widely’”’ from those of the United 
States. But both American delegates 
said they were quite ready to “talk 
about anything’ and continued to 
express optimism that eventually 
agreements would be reached.

GIBSON ELECTED PRESIDENT. 


Not a Single Uniform Seen in the 
Conference Room. 


GENEVA, June 20 #).—The tripar- 
tite naval conference for the further 
limitation of naval armaments was 
formally opened this afternoon with 
the presentation of the American 


proposals by Hugh S. Gibson, head 
of the American delegation. 

The conference hall filled up long 
before the opening of the session, 
all the delegates arriving early. De- 
spite the presence of numerous high 
ranking naval officers of Great 
Britain, Ja d the United States, 
it was noticeable that not a single 
uniform was in evidence. 

Just before presenting the Ameri- 
can proposals, Mr. Gibson, who had 
formally called the conference to 
order, was elected President on the 
motion of W. O. Bridgeman, First 
Lord of the Admiralty, chief of the 
British delegation. Admiral Saito, 
head of the Japanese delegation, sec- 
onded the nomination and the elec- 
tion was carried. 

Mr. Gibson said that he wished to 
give “‘a very cordial welcome to the 
representatives of France and Italy,”’ 
who will observe the conference, and 
expressed the hope that they would 
partake in the work of the various 
committees. 

Admiral Saito then moved that a 
message of greeting be sent to Presi- 
dent Coolidge, on whose suggestion 
the conference was summoned. This 
motion was seconded by Mr. Bridge- 
man, and the text of the massage 
was adopted, Mr. Gibson expressing 
—S— for the thought of the 

apanese and Britiish delegates, and 
then began his formal statement of 
the American proposals. 

He read his statement in clear, un- 
impassioned tone amid’ an impressive 
silence.

Your Government’s response to 
the President’s p and your 
presence here make it clear that 
you share the President’s desire to 
extend the principles of the Wash- 
ington Treaty and thereby avoid a 
recurrence of the evils of competi 
tive naval building. Our work is 
thus beginning under favorable 
conditions, and we are fully justi- 
fied in feeling that with a com- 
mon purpose, common interest 
and mutual good-will we shal] find 
a satisfactory solution to the prob- 
lem which has been entrusted to 
us. ; 


Welcomes French and Italians. 


I am sure that I voice the feel- 


ing of all the members of the con- 
ference in expressing regret that 
all the powers parties to the Wash- 
ington Treaty have not felt that 
they could participate fully in our 
work. We have no doubt, however, 
that both France and Italy share 
our desire that naval building pro- 
grams should be limited, and I am 
confident that the t of our 
work here will be of a character 
to facilitate their future coopera- 
tion with us in a task which the 
five powers initiated and which I 
trust will be carried forward by 
the five powers as a common en- 
terprise in the interest of peace. 
Pending the time that this may be 
possible we are glad to welcome 
the representatives of France and 
of Italy who have been sent here 
to follow the work of the confer- 
ence. 

In view of the work which has 
been initiated here by the Prepara- 
tory Commission for the Disarma- 
ment Conference, it is entirely fit- 
ting that the consideration of fur- 
ther naval limitation should take 
place in Geneva, and I desire. to 
express the appreciation of my 
Government for the courtesy of 
the Swiss Government, whose hos- 
pitality we are enjoying, and our 
thanks to the Secretary General of 
the League of Nations for the fa- 
cilities so kindly placed at the dis- 
posal of the conference. 

Our deliberations will have a far- 
reaching influence, as they will 
serve to determine not only the 
feasibility of further progress in 
naval limitation, but will also have 
an important bearing upon the 
practicability of the endeavor to 
deal with the general problem of 
armaments.

We must recognize that we are 
dealing with e least intricate 
phase of the problem of arma- 
ments.

NEW LICENSE LAW DEBATED

BERLIN, June 20.—‘‘The German 


Government fully realizes its first 


duty to the State to combat the evils 
resulting from excessive use of al- 
cohol, but refuses to try to make the 
country bone dry,”’ Dr. Curtius, Min- 
ister of Economics, declared today at 
the opening of the Reichstag debate 
on the proposed new license law. He 
pointed. out that in the last three 
decades a ‘number of measures had 
been introduced to restrict the sale 
of spirituous liquors. 

The thirty-five present trade regu- 
lations were insufficient, he con- 
tinued. The alcohol question and its 
solution meant conflict between the 
State police power and personal lib- 
erty and had always been the sub- 
ject of much discussion. In view of 
the undoubted destructive effects of 
excessive drinking, the State .was 
compelled to take steps to halt the 
moral and physical damage, or at 
least reduce it to a minimum. 


Refers to Prohibition Here. 


This infringement on personal lib- 
erty was even demanded by the lib- 
eral elements, but measures must be 
devised so as not to cause still great- 
er damage by reducing respect for 
law. Foreign countries, among them 
the United States, had tried to solve 
the question by absolute prohibition, 
but with unsatisfactory results. 

The best proof of this was that 
even America was now seriously con- 
sidering granting permission for the 
sale of light wines and beers and 
Norway had given up its former pro- 
hibition system and was trying ab- 
solute State control through a Gov- 
ernment monopoly. °

MADAGASCAR TRIBES 
FOUND TO BE RICH 


Dr. Linton Says Women Were 
Laden With Jewelry at Sacred

anthropological information which 
may revolutionize a considerable part 
of the theories concerning the his- 
tory of races in Madagascar. 

Natives of the Antandroy and 
Mahafaly tribes, Dr. Linton said, do 
not bathe or wash their clothes, but 
soak their attire in grease. They 
sleep on carved wood pillows, he 
said. Samples of these objects are 


included in Dr. Linton’s collection. 

In the Antifasnia tribe it was re- 
vealed by one of the chiefs that head 
hunting was not uncommon on the 
island. He showed him a rack out- 
— the village bearing such tro- 
phies. 

Dr. Linton may have been the first 
white man ever to take rt in a 
sacred ritual over the Sakalava, that 
of cleaning the tombs of dead kings. 
He writes: 

‘I had to go barefooted and wear 
a native loin cloth, as they have an 
ironclad rule against shoes or trous- 
ers in the sacred inclosure. It was 
a big event with Sakalava from all 
over the region, and I was amazed 
at their apparent wealth.

B, M. T.’S BOND PLAN 


Writes Untermyer That Price 
of Subway Securities 
Justifies Terms. 








CALLS HIS CHARGES FALSE 


Accuses Him of Misstatement and 
Says Talk of Recapture of 
Lines ts Idle. 


The proposal of the Brooklyn Man- 
hattan Transit Company to buy for 
$16,000,000 an issue of $20,000,000 in 
bonds of its subsidiary, the New 
York Rapid ‘Transit Corporation, 
was defended yesterday by former 
Governor Nathan L. Miller, special 
counsel of the company, in a letter 
to Samuel Untermyer, special coun- 
sel of the Transit Commission, as a 
fair and necessary method of financ- 
ing necessary expenditures, caused 
in large part by the commission’s 
order for the purchase of new steel 
cars. Mr. Untermyer in a letter to 
Mr. Miller had denounced the pro- 
posed transaction, now before the 
commission for approval, as a piece 
of “high finance’’ designed to give 
the B. M. T. an unwarranted profit, 
of which $3,175,000, he said, would 
be a direct charge against the city. 

Mr. Miller said Mr. Untermyer’s 
letter contained so many misstate- 
ments and wrong inferences and de- 
ductions that he had come to the 
conclusion that it had been made 
public either in ignorance or with 
the deliberate intention of embar- 
rassing the B. M. T. and impairing 
its credit. He attacked Mr. Unter- 
myer for his methods in preparing a 
transit readjustment plan, which he 
characterized as ‘“‘wholly destruc- 
tive’; charged him with inviting a 
strike of transit employes, ques- 


tioned the city’s ne to recapture 
lines of the B. M. T. as proposed by 
Mr. Untermyer, and asserted that 
the B. M. T. could not be bludgeoned 
into dealing with the city on any 
basis that was not fair to both sides.

HANKOW SEEN IN ASCENDANT 


Observers Think. Nanking Will Be 
Forced to Accept—Chang “Deter- 
mined” to “Exterminate”’ Reds. 


SHANGHAI, June 20 @).—Unre- 
served unification of the Nationalists 
in their drive on Peking, healing the 
breach which resulted in the setting 
up of the Moderate Nationalist Gov- 
ernment at Nanking in opposition to 
the radical one at Hankow, is now 
looming as a distinct possibility. 

General Feng Yu-siang, formerly 
known as the “Christian General,” 
who has taken entire command of 
the Northern campaign for the Han- 
kow Government, is now proceeding 
to Soochow, where he will meet Gen- 
eral Chiang Kai-shek, Generalissimo 
for the Nanking Moderates. 

The aim of the two military lead- 
ers is to establish an alliance, and 
observers believe that Feng Yu- 
siang’s strong military position will 
force the Nanking leaders to accept 
an alliance, thereby placing him in 
the most prominent position among 
the Southerners ‘and accomplishing 
unification. 

Marshal Chang Tso-lin, who on 
Saturday was installed at Peking as 
Dictator of Northern China, made a 
speech recently at Peking, in which 
he stated that the Northern forces 
totaled between 500,000 and 600,000 
men, “determined to fight against 
the Reds until they exterminated 


them.”’ 
In an interview later he remarked 
that the anti-Communist she tI 
tions of General Chiang -shek 
were insincere.

Colonial Alr Line Calls Saturday's

for Pleasure Rides. 


A three-motored Fokker mono- 
plane, of the same type as the 
America in which Commander 
Richard E. Byrd is’ preparing to 
cross the Atlantic and similar to 
the plane in which he flew over the 
North Pole, made a forced landing 
with six passengers late Saturday 
afternoon at Teterboro Field, near 
Hasbrouck Heights, N. J. Two pas- 
sengers suffered minor injuries. The 
plane’s landing gear was damaged 
and its wing torn. 

‘The plane is owned by the Colonial 


Forty-second Street, New York, and 
was piloted by Captain Conrad H. 
Biddlecombe, a former British avia- 
tor who is now operations sh avie-| ome.” 
tendent for the Colonial company. 
The mishap was witnessed by 1,500 
persons who lined the field on foot 
and in automobiles and whose pres- 
ence complicated the pilot’s prob- 
lem of landing. 

Operates Passenger Planes. 


The Colonial Air Transport op- 
erates passenger and airmail] planes 
between Boston and New York and 
officials said yesterday that although 
the company had carried 2,000 per- 
sons in the past year, Saturday’s 
accident was the first and no one be- 
fore had even been scratched. 

The company has been taking up 
passengers for ten-minute pleasure 
flights for $5 each. 

The Fokker plane used Saturday 
is a huge ship, with comfortable 
seats in its windowed cabin. It is 
propelled by three Wright Whirlwind 
motors of 220 horsepower each, of 
the sort used by Lindbergh, Cham- 
berlin and Byrd. 

The plane put off with its pas- 
sengers at 5:30 P. M. and mounted 
to 100 feet when one of the motors 
died. Captain Biddlecombe kept the 
plane under control, running it on 
two motors and landed it in marshy 
ground at the south end of the field. 
Versions of the landing differed. Of- 
ficials of the company said that the 


plane came down in fair fashion and 
did not tip over. A woman witness 
said it turned over on the right wing,

WITH $1,000,000. RUM 


Skipper and Crew of 15 Are 
Made Prisoners Aboard the 
Turner in Harbor Here. 





LONG EVADED COAST GUARD 


Held Under’ International Law 


Because Vessel’s Name Does Not 
Conform to Her Papers. 


Classed as a pirate ship under the 
international marine laws, the Tur- 
ner, a 2,194ton vessel of American 
registry, was captured in the Nar- 
rows off Quarantine yesterday by a 
Coast Guard cutter. Her cargo of 
10,000 cases of whisky and 7,500 


cases of malt was estimated to be 
worth close to $1,000,000. Her cap- 
tain, S. D. Kirke, and the crew of 
fifteen are prisoners aboard the 
ship, which was towed to an anchor- 
age near the Statue of Liberty. 

A special court of inquiry was held 
aboard the Turner yesterday after- 
noon. Customs officials refused to 
say what questions had been asked 
or answers given, but announced 
that another hearing would be held 
at the Custom House this afternoon. 

The Turner, Coast Guardsmen 
said, had evaded them along the 
Long Island and New Jersey coasts. 
Customs officials did not disclose 
why the ship was seized or how in- 
formation was obtained that she had 
liquor aboard. It was learned, how- 
ever, that she is believed to have 
been a notorious rum-runner for 
years, having had her name changed 
as — as circumstances seemed to 
require. 

ms records indicate that the 
Turner sailed from Halifax, N. S., 
on June 6, bound ‘‘for sea,’’ under 
the name of the Trader. Ap t- 
ly the name Trader was pain out 
and the Turner painted on her bow 
= stern while she was en route 

ere. 

The vessel is classed as a pirate 
ship for the reason that her ship’s 
papers are not in accord with the 
name Turner, which has been paint- 
ed on her. She was listed by Lloyd’s 
as the Trader, but she had also been 
listed as the Blue Hill, the Presidente 
Estada, the Cabrera and the Yuma. 
Lioyd’s lists her home port as New 
York, but her ship’s papers give it as 
Galveston. 

The vessel was built in Cleveland 
in 1898. She is 322 feet long, has a 
42-foot beam and a depth of 18 feet. 

The whisky malt is in 500 keys of 
fifteen gallons each. It wholesales 
for $15 a gallon, but is later ‘“‘cut”’ 
and sold to the bootleg trade at $40 
a gallon. The average price for 
prime whisky was said to be $60 a 
case.

Daring Tablet Unveiling at 
Allegheny College.

MEADVILLE, Pa., June 20.—Sen- 
ator Royal S. Copeland of New York, 
speaking at Allegheny College: to- 
day at the presentation of a Thomas 
Jefferson tablet, made a plea for 


religious toleration in which he gave 

credit to Jefferson’s fight in Vir- 

ginia for the incorporation of this 

ee of liberty in the constitu- 
on of every State. 

The tablet, presented by the mem- 
bers of the class of 1897, commemo- 
rates a letter written by Jefferson 
on Feb. 14, 1824, to Timothy Alden, 
first President of the college, in con- 
nection with the founding of its 
library. The Rev. William Bentley 
of Salem and James Winthrop of 
Cambridge, mentioned in the letter, 
re their libraries to Alle- 
gheny. 

‘The doctrines of Thomas Jeffer- 
son are fought over, praised and 
condemned, exalted and belittled, 
just as if he were a living Ameri- 
can sta , gaid Senator Co 
land. ‘‘One inscription upon his 
tomb said of Jefferson that he was 
author of the statute of Virginia for 
religious freedom. To my mind this 
rivals in importance eve other 
achievement of Thomas Jefferson. 

“There never was a time in the 
history of America when it was 
more necessary to place emphasis 
upon the meen of tolerance promul- 
gated by omas Jefferson. 

“It is significant that upon this 
campus of a college maintained by 
a 8 religious organization, the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, there 
should be unveiled a tablet to the 
man who made possible the free ex- 
ercise of this particular religion as 
of every other faith. It should be a 
reminder to us who accept the doc- 
trines of this church that it was 
Christ the Master who said, ‘Other 
sheep I have not of this fold.’ 

“It takes bravery for a man in 
political life to op the insistent 
demand of any large number of 
his constituents and to stand for 
what he believes to be a principle. 
Woodrow Wilson possessed this trait 
and gave his very life to convert 
undoubtediy believed history wouta

SPEAKER LAUDS LINDBERGH. 


Longworth at Ann Arbor Urges 
Emulation of Flier and Mother. 


ANN ARBOR, Mich., June 20 (#).— 
Citing Charles A. Lindbergh and his 
mother as among the “finest exam- 
ples in all history worthy of emula- 
tion by the young womanhood and 
young manhood of the nation,’’ 
Speaker Nicholas Longworth, in an 
address before the University of 


Michigan’s eighty-third graduating 
class today, urged college students 
to study the character of America’s 
aviation hero. 

“‘An all-wise Providence has given 
proof to the world within the last 
month that there are in this country 
two Americans who possess the three 
essentials of success in every walk 
of life—character, perseverance and 
courage,’’ Mr. Longworth declared. 
‘*The one a mother; the other a son. 
No finer examples more worthy of 
emulation have ever stood for in 
all history.”’ 

Colonel Lindbergh did more in ten 
days to lay the foundations of per- 
manent good fellowship and peace 
among the nations than all ambas- 
sadors, conventions, leagues and 
treaties combined could do in a 
decade, Mr. Longworth said. 

The Speaker expressed the hope 
that Congress would award Lind- 
bergh the Congressional Medal of 
Honor.

SEES ‘CLEANER’ GENERATION 


Three Women Get’ Honorary 
Degrees and 464 Students Are 
Graduated at Exercises.

NORTHAMPTON, Mass., June 20. 
—‘*The end and goal of all education 
and of all true religion, the finest 
thing that a home or an. institution 
can help a child to achieve, is ef- 
fective and creative good taste,’’ said 
Dr. Harry Emerson Fosdick of the 
Park Avenue Baptist Church, New 
York City, in his address to the 464 
graduating students of Smith College 
at the forty-ninth commencement 
this morning. 

‘You are going out into a genera- 
tion which is witnessing the breaking 
down of the old well-defined codes of 
right and wrong by which your 
fathers lived, into a generation 
which is rapidly coming to recognize 
as a criterion for behavior standards 
of good taste in all realms and situa- 
tions both old and new. 


“To try to send a new generation 


inte the world with a definite code 
of right and wrong,”’ said Dr. Fos- 
dick, “‘is to behave like the mother 
who said she was bringing her 
daughter up to think all the thoughts 
she wanted her to think until she 
was 18 years old, and after that the 
girl could think for herself.”’ 

He gave as “the difference between 
this generation and former ones the 
substitution of a high individual 
standard for the compulsion of an 
external force.’’ 

“There is plenty that is rotten and 
hypocritical in the old codes concern- 
ing love and the relationship of the 
sexes. Surely they can be changed 


and the simple standard can be sub- 
stituted: Whatever debases personal- 


ity is wrong and ugly; whatever 
elevates personality is right and 
beautiful. 

“Finally, the standard of good 
taste is not a negative thing, merely 
keeping us from wrong. It is a 
creative thing. That is why your 
generation is so fine, so much clean- 
er, healthier, more promising than 
my generation. For when a gener- 
ation discovers that the old codes 
cannot be used and set up for them- 
selves high standards of their own, 


they have much firmer ground on 
which to proceed.’’

TORONTO, Ontario, June 20.— 
Librarians from all parts of the con- 
tinent arrived in’‘Toronto today for 
the opening of the American Library 
| Association's forty-ninth annual 
meeting. More than 1,000 delegates 
had registered yesterday afternoon 
and before the sessions are well 
under way it is expected teh atten- 
dance will pass 2,000. Several of the 
university and other buildings are 
reserved for the deliberations of the 
different sections, which cover prac- 


tically every phase of library in- 
terest. 


Although the delegates today were 
largely occupiéd with the registra- 


tion and other preliminaries, some 
meetings were held. 


The question of retiring annuities 
for public library employes was a 
main subject for discussion at the 
meeting of the council of the asso- 
ciation in the afternoon. The report 
of the association’s committee on 
salaries, insurance and annuities, 
presented by Harold F. Brigham of 


Chicago, was adopted. The commit- 
tee, it was decided, should be con- 
tinued as a central body for the ad- 
vice and information of —2 libra- 
ries desiring to establish pension 
plans. 

It was pointed out that Ontario 
and about five States of the Union 
have legislation empowering public 
libraries to establish pension plans. 
But in other States difficulties are 
faced in the lack of legislation r- 
mitting contributions from public 
funds for annuities or pensions. 

Among the other meetings today 
was that of the agricultural libraries 
section in the Social Service Build- 
ing, under the Chairmanship of Clar- 
ibel R. Barnett of the United States 
Department of Agriculture Library, 
Washington, D. C. The question of 
extending libraries, opened by Juli 
Wright errill, and followed by 
Charles H. Brown, Margery Bedin- 
ger, Willard P. Lewis and Mary G. 
Lacy, was discussed: 

A meeting of the Special Libraries 
Association, with Francis E. Cady of 
Cleveland in the chair, was held in 
the King Edward Hotel in the morn- 
ing, followed by meetings of differ- 
ent groups of the association in the 
afternoon.

annual Wimbledon tennis whirl is on. For 

some reason best known to themselves the Brit- 

ish tennis followers have made Bill Tilden and 

Miss Wills advance favorites in the great war on the 

grass courts. Very kind of them, to be sure, but Bill 

Tilden and Miss Wills will have to rely on something 

more than popular support to carry them through to 
ultimate victory. 

On his way to the top, if he gets there, Big Bill will 
have to face and batter down the Three Musketeers 
of France—Cochet, Borotra and Lacoste. 

That’s a large order for any court coverer, but Til- 
den may be able to bring it off at Wimbledon. Big 
Bill bowed to Lacoste at St. Cloud, but that was on a 
hard court. On the grass Tilden is expected to have 
an advantage. 


A Discussion on Grass. 


In this country, and in Great Britain, the big events 
of the tennis year are played on grass courts. In 
France there are no grass courts. 


Great Britain in grass court competition, but it isn’t 
the general run of play, it’s the brilliant individual 
players who sway the vote. 

Thus the training and tournament play on grass 
courts may seem an advantage if we scan the records 
of Tilden, Richards, Johnston and Williams in inter- 
national play for the last half dozen years, but the 
British record runs the other way. 

They have been playing on grass courts all their 
lives and haven’t won their own championship at 
Wimbledon since Arthur Gore won in 1909. 


A Wandering Title. 


The English tennis championship is something like 
the French amateur golf championship, somebody is 
always carrying it off to a foreign country. For in- 
stance, the French amateur golf championship has 
been won by such well-known Frenchmen as John G. 
Anderson of the Winged Foot Golf Club, Mamaroneck, 
N. Y., and Cyril James Hastings Tolley of the Royal 
and Ancient Golf Club of St. Andrews, Scotland. 

As a general rule the match rounds for the Gallic 
golf title are fought out among Britishers and such 
Americans as happen to be touring through France 
at the time of the tournament. 

André Gobert, formerly one of the leading French 
tennis players, rescued the amateur golf title from 
another foreign trip this year. Perhaps some English 
golfer will come forward to keep the English tennis 
championship at home by winning on the Wimbledon 
courts. 


The Fallen Sceptre. 


It must be that the British take their golf much 
more seriously than they do their tennis. They have 
moaned and groaned over their “loss of prestige’’ on 
the links, but they haven’t lost half as much prestige 
on the links as they have on the tennis court. A for- 
mer British amateur golfer, Bobby Cruickshank, won 
almost all the lesser open tournaments of the past 
Winter from American home-bred professionals, and 
another former British amateur, Tommy Armour, has

just. galloped off with the United States open cham- 
pionship. 

But England hasn’t won the Davis Cup since 1912 
and hasn’t been able to win at Wimbledon since 1909. 
It’s an almost incredible record for a country that 
once held complete sway in the tennis world.

A Queer Angle. 

It’s only in horse racing that important events are 
run on a handicap basis. In practically all other 
sports the mere mention of a handicap for any en- 
trant reduces the competition to a matter of minor 
importance. 

Prizefighters have to make a certain weight, equal 
for both boxers; runners in championship races start 
at scratch; golf and tennis title tourneys call for a 
fair field and no favor. 

There are no handicaps in baseball or football. But 
horse racing is another matter. Perhaps it’s because 
there is another end in view. 

In golf, tennis or track competition the main idea 
is to discover the best golfer, tennis player or runner 
and to hand him the medal and the title. Handicap 
tournaments are held to encourage and develop new 
talent, but the real events are at scratch. 

In horse racing the main idea is to provide a close 
race. In fact, if the handicapper ever worked it out 
perfectly, all horses would start on even terms and 
finish the same way. 


Apropos of Crusader. 


All this is apropos of the defeat of Crusader in the 
Brooklyn Handicap at Aqueduct last Saturday. The 
Glen Riddle colt was beaten by Peanuts, Chance Play, 
Display and Pompey, not one of which was.carrying 
within ten pounds of the weight that Crusader had 
up. Peanuts, the winner, had a twenty-pound pull 
on Crusader, and yet there are racing fans who soured 
on this great colt because they bet on him and lost. 

They wouldn’t treat a good, game entrant that way 
in any other sport. If a colt starts In stake events 
at stake weights and then dogs it or quits, he can be 
put down as lacking in class. But a colt with Cru- 
sader’s record shouldn’t be considered a lame duck 
because of a defeat in a handicap.

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PROMISE OF THE GENEVA 
CONFERENCE. ~ 

Hope that the second naval limi- 
tation conference will end in a 
harmonious and satisfactory agree- 
ment between the United States, 
Great Britain and Japan is not un- 
warranted. The Washington Confer- 
ence, which met not only to reduce 
naval armaments but to end com- 
petition in the building of warships, 
resulted in compromises that have 
not worked out too well. The treaty 
was an admitted success in limiting 
the number and gun power of capi- 
tal ships and stopping new construc- 
tion, but in establishing no ratios for 
auxiliaries it opened the door to the 
building at will of cruisers of 10,000 
tons, armed with 8-inch guns, and 
of destroyers and submarines. Com- 
petition in adding powerful cruisers 
to fleets threatened to undo much 
of the work for peace accomplished 
at Washington. Secretary HUGHES 
wanted to apply his proposals for 
limitation to all classes of war 
vessels. But he was thwarted. The 
purpose of the United States at 
Geneva is to bring about an agree- 
ment that will actually end compe- 
tition in building and reduce fleets 
to what may be called a national 
security basis. President COOLIDGE 
struck a keynote when he said in 
his message of greeting: 

An agreement rendering impossi- 
ble any form of naval competition 
between the three Powers will 
have a lasting influence in cement- 
ing the present relations of. good 
understanding between the three 
countries and constitute a definite 
step in advance toward the com- 
mon objective of a general limita- 
tion of armaments, 

As each party to the Geneva Con- 
ference knows in what respects the 
Washington Treaty fell short, is 
opposed to dangerous fleet expan- 
sion and desires only guarantees of 
security, the prospect of carrying 
the uncompleted work of the Wash- 
ington Conference to a happy con- 
clusion should be bright. Compro- 
mises may be necessary. They 
ought to be possible when only three 
Powers that have many interests in 
common are represented at the coun- 
cil table. As Mr. GIBSON of the 
American delegation said in his 
opening address: “If we should 
“fail to make definite progress, a 
“serious blow would be dealt to 
“efforts which are being made to 
“limit land and air armaments.” 
The peace of the world may ulti- 
mately be involved in what is done 
or not done at Geneva. As at 
Washington, the United States puts 
all its cards on the table. No re- 
duction in armaments, provided it 
were general and well safeguarded, 
would be too great to suit it. Mr. 
GIBSON emphasized the reluctance 
of President CooLIDGE to approve of 
an extensive cruiser-building pro- 
gram by the United States because 
he hoped that a second conference 
would render it urnnecessary. The 
alternative to complete failure at 
Geneva could not fail to be a com- 
petition in armaments which the 
United States could best afford.

AUTHORSHIP OF THE RESERVE 
ACT. 

If the Federal Reserve law had 
proved to be a failure, the public 
would have been deluged with ar- 
ticles to show how the trouble 
was caused by rejection of the long 
list of “ alternative proposals.” But 
newspaper controversy today is oc- 
cupied with disputes about the real 
authors of the successful law. Mr. 
UNTERMYER does not claim author- 
ship; his main object is to repudiate 
connection with the curious McAdoo 
proposal of May, 1913, for the aboli- 
tion of all existing forms of United 
States currency and the direct 
substitution, under the auspices of 
the Government, of an issue of 
“national currency notes.” Senator 
GLass had assumed that connection, 
on the basis of a note to him from 
President WILSON accompanying a 
Graft of the proposal and stating 
that “this is Mr. UNTERMYER’S 
paper, to which I referred.” Now 
Mr. UNTERMYER describes the inci- 
dent as outright misrepresentation 
by somebody who was seeking to 
mislead the President. 

This is hardly a matter of the first 
importance in determining actual 
authorship of the Reserve law. On 
that question Mr. UNTERMYER criti- 
cizes Senator GLAss for minimizing 
“the important part played by Mr. 
McApoo,” for ignoring “the influ- 
ence of Colonel BRYAN” and for 
taking from Senator OWEN the 
credit “of being in effect the true 
“author and draftsman of the pres- 
“ent bill.” Concerning these awards 
of merit, most people familiar with 
the history of the legislation will 
have their own idea. No doubt all 
three men contributed toward the 
eventual success of a measure 
whose enactment was as great a 
matter of wonder as the fact that it 
should have been so constructed as 
to meet exactly the needs of the 
very critical period which followed. 

Mr. UNTERMYER does not assert 
dogmatically that “it was the reve- 
“lations of the Pujo committee 
“* © © that made possible the 
“Reserve act”; it is only hinted.

A NEW MOVE IN TRANSIT. 

The suggestion that the city 
might find a way out of its transit 
difficulties by buying the Interbor- 
ough and exercising its right te re- 
capture the B. M. T. subways is 
plainly more in the nature of a 
feeler than a comprehensive plan. 
Little is said about how the city is 
to finance so huge an undertaking 
or how the lines so acquired are to 
be operated.

If the various 
stockholders and bondholders of the 
present companies were to accept 
the terms offered to them, still 
greater economies would flow from 
the consequent reduction in rentals 
and interest charges. The five-cent 
fare would carry a larger load on 
the combined system than it ever 
could on the new municipal lines 
alone. 

‘The various groups of security 
holders have yet to be heard from. 
The Manhattan stockholders may 
balk at the terms offered. In the 
case of the Interborough stock, there 
are doubts as to the power of the 
voting trustees to dispose of it 
without the stockholders’ consent. 
Under the plan, the evils of recap- 
ture would still apply to the B. M. 
T., which would be left with its ele- 
vated lines operating independently. 
The proposal, at least in its pres- 
ent rather nebulous form, is open to 
still more serious objections on the 
financial side. Under its terms the 
city would have to sink a lot more 
money in the existing subways 
without assurance of return. The 
city now has some $300,000,000 in- 
vested in those lines; it is now pro- 
posed to double that investment, 
without adding new facilities or re- 
leasing funds to construct them. 

It is interesting to compare this 
plan with that brought forward 
by the McAneny commission some 
years ago. The two projects are 
similar in that they both seek a 
solution of the problem through a 
broad refunding operation. They 
differ radically in that Mr. Mc- 
ANENY and his associates proposed 
that any new financing needed 
should be done by the company 
operating the unified system, where- 
as it is now proposed that the city 
shall put up funds to accomplish 
the measure of unification indi- 
cated. The McAneny plan contem- 
plated a fare adjusted to the needs 
of the service; the latest undertak- 
ing is aimed at preserving the five- 
cent fare, gost what it may. 


“DO AMERICANS VALUE 
EDUCATION?” 

This might seem an unnecessary 
if not an impudent question. Yet Dr. 
ABRAHAM FLEXNER used it as the 
title of a recent lecture by him at 
Harvard. The all but universal an- 
swer would be “of course we value 
education.” One could point to our 
laws compelling school attendance, 
the number of children in schools, 
the multiplying high schools and 
colleges, the crowds that throng 
them and the immense sums given 
for educational purposes, not to men- 
tion what the States are doing 
through enormous appropriations. 
The endowment of all institutions of 
higher learning in the United States 
increased from $177,127,965 in 1900 
to $814,718,813 in 1924, and doubt- 
less it has now approached or passed 
the billion mark. 

Dr. FLEXNER refuses to be silenced 
by these statistics. They are not 
conclusive evidence of an apprecia- 
tion of higher education. We do, be- 
yond a doubt, prize “ educational 
spread”; we value the prolongation 
of youth. But these things indicate 
that “interests and activities not 
“primarily intellectual in character 
“—though to some extent: socially 
“and also otherwise valuable—bulk 
“large in the desire to remain in 
“ school.” We do value comradeship, 
fun, sport—“ happiness: at an easy, 
unproductive, non-energized level "— 
and “to some extent” intelligence 
and training, but we do not empha- 
size scholarship and the capacity for 
severe intellectual effort. This is 
shown as the result of the applica- 
tion of two tests. 

In the first place, the scholar as 
a member of society is held in no 
such esteem as is the dominie in 
Scotland or the professor in France, 
Germany or the Scandinavian coun- 
tries. To be sure, the public. does 
glorify our college and university 
administrators and executives, but 
it forgets that it is the scholars who, 
after all, constitute the university.

Scholars and scientists, Dr. FLEXNER 
reminds ug, are human beings with 
a human interest ine wife and a few 
children. As a matter of fact, at a 
time when large sections of our pop- 
ulation are “living more decently, 
“more comfortably and more hu- 
“manly” than ever before, the 
academic class is even less well off 
than it was in 1914. This means 
that the great majority of the aca- 
demic profession in the richest coun- 
try on earth cannot live on their 
salaries, having to earn something 
besides in order to meet their legiti- 
mate needs. So long as these condi- 
tions continue, whether the remedy 
be increased tuition fees or increased 
endowment, we must agree with Dr. 
FLEXNER that we do not “really” 
value education. If we do, we have 
not yet focused our effort on mak- 
ing possible an adequate support 
of those who carry from generation 
to generation the supreme values 
of life. 


THE BANJO GETS RELIGION. 

That new Kentucky sect, the dev- 
otees of which dance to the music of 
banjos, sounds like an excellent vari- 
ant in piety. Its name is “the Un- 
known Tongue,” which, as names go, 
is just as good as the Holy Rollers 
or the Shakers or the House of 
David or the Omnipotent Ooms. In 
fact, the name is a little better, be- 
cause it suggests that perhaps the 
gift of tongues will come to the new 
religionists as they engage in their 
particular form of worship. 

Kentucky has always been prolific 
of sects. Until Ohio, about 1820, 
sprang to the front of multifarious 
religious communities, it was first. 
The pioneers who crossed Cumber- 
land Gap over the Wilderness Trail 
when the Northwest Territory was a 
forest and the remainder of the West 
the hunting ground of savages found 
considerable relaxation from the 
rigors of daily life by inventing 
means of attracting the favor of the 
Almighty. The Shakers in particular 
found Kentucky a favored locality, 
for the State inherited from THOMAS 
JEFFERSON a passionate addiction to 
freedom of worship; and beautiful, 
quiet Shakertown, on the banks of 
the Kentucky River hard by “ Brook- 
lyn Bridge,” still recalls to the 
hurried motorist the simple days of 
its foundation. The achievement of 
“getting sanctified” is still a per- 
sonal topic of profound importance 
in many Kentucky towns, while its 
creeks on Sundays are roiled by the 
plunging devotions of those Afro- 
Baptists who consider that only run- 
ning water can wash away the sins 
of man. 

This latest sect has chosen Gover- 
nor FIELDS’s own county of Carter 
as its headquarters, a notably re- 
ligious section of the Big Sandy 
mountain section. -That the lady 
communicants are serious-minded 
folk, untouched by the devil’s ways 
and works, appears from this sen- 
tence in the dispatch from Grayson: 
“Many of the women were so vio- 
“lent in their exertions that their 
“ hairpins dropped out and their hair 
“streamed over their shoulders.” 
The Big Sandy doesn’t go in for 
bobbed heads, but it sees no reason 
why the banjo, which crossed the 
mountains with the Southern pio- 
neers, is any less godly an instru- 
ment than the sakput, the violin or 
the organ. 


A COURT EFFICIENTLY MANAGED. 

The Common Pleas Court of Cuya- 
hoga County sits in Cleveland. It 
consists of twelve Judges, distrib- 
uted in equity, common law and 
criminal divisions, and of a Chief 
Justice, who hears all motions re- 
lating to pleadings, but whose larger 
function may be described as that of 
executive head, managing director 
or general supervisor and coordi- 
nator of the collective work of the 
tribunal. He is elected for five 
years by the twelve Judges. His 
office was established by the Legis- 
lature of 1923. According to the 
Journal of the American Judicature 
Society, “this was the first nisi 
“ prius court in any large city pro- 
“vided by statute with an executive 
“head.” From the first the method 
of intelligent superintendence dem- 
onstrated its value. In 1926 the num- 
ber of cases disposed of increased 
66 per cent. over that of 1922, the 
last year of the old system or want 
of system. 

In 1922 these were a little less 
than 11,000, in 1926 a little more 
than 18,000. The cost of each case 
to the public has been reduced nearly 
40 per cent. in the last three years. 
The sum of money saved in that 
time was nearly $700,000. In short, 
here is a record of a great deal more 





cases in all court rooms and also of 
the engagements of all ‘trial law- 
yers. By this means the Common 
Pleas Court of Cuyahoga County, 
the Municipal Court of Cleveland 
and the United States District 
Court avoid conflict to such an ex- 
tent that lawyers are unable to 
plead engagements in other courts 
at any time. They are saved from 
waiting, with their clients and 
witnesses, in court rooms.. When a 
Judge begins his charge, the As- 
signment Commissioner is notified 
and he telephones to the counsel in 
the next case at their offices. 

Such is executive direction, busi- 
ness management of a court. Under 
administrative guidance the court 
functions effectually in every part. 
Justice is cheaper and quicker be- 
cause the machine for turning it out 


is rigidly inspected and skillfully run. 


THE WORM DOES NOT TURN. 

Those United States Senators and 
others with hair-trigger minds who 
hastily scoffed at the news that 
President CooLipGE is catching trout 
with a worm are beginning to hear 
from the back country. Local fish- 
ermen in the Dakotas back up the 
President’s method. And every small 
boy, barefoot and with a coat of 
tan, alongside a brook, feels a thrill 
of pleasure in knowing that Mr. 
CooLipGE fishes just as he does. If 
the thing were put to popular vote, 
the worms would have it by a large 
majority. Fancy a candidate for 
the Presidency displaying on the 
stump all the Persian apparatus of 
the fastidious and hobby-riding 
fisherman! 

The wonder is that anybody 
should have supposed that Mr. CooL- 
IDGE’S instinct had gone wrong in 
this matter of baiting his hook with 
a-worm. No one has ever equaled 
him in the air of innocent simplicity 
with which he does a homely thing, 
as if everybody did the same and 
liked it. When he was sworn in as 
President by his own father in the 
light of a kerosene lamp, a Western 
newspaper remarked cynically that 
Mr. COOLIDGE probably supposed 
that all Presidents took the oath 
in that way. Anyhow, he began 
by making that striking appeal to 
the homespun imagination, and later 
kept it up by being caught by cam- 
era men in the act of pitching hay 
and “doing chores” on a Vermont 
farm. Why imagine that he had lost 
his skill in these simple arts, mere- 
ly because he went fishing for trout, 
just as millions of his fellow-coun- 
trymen do, with worms? It is safer 
to believe that his political hand has 
not lost its cunning when it grasps 
a fishpole. He is reported to be 
quite unmoved by the satirical out- 
cries about his worm. He knows 
better than his critics how to make 
himself one in his habits with the 
great commonalty.

CONCERNING POSTOFFICES. 


Chicago’s Congressmen More Active, 


Apparently, Than Our Own. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 


ll. Congress supplfes money for a 

new building, is particularly interest- 
ing to an expatriate (temporarily, I 
hope) New Yorker, like myself, who 
is familiar with the age-long negotia- 
tion to get rid of that Federal mon- 
strosity. 
To add to my exasperation at the 
way the Government is treating New 
York, I read that the Government 
has just paid $3,890,000 for a site for 
a new Chicago postoffice, although 
the present central postoffice build- 
ing here is comparatively new and, 
compared with the New York City 
Hall station, is a magnificent struc- 
ture with splendid facilities. _ 

Today’s announcement goes on to 
say that Chicago Congressmen ob- 
tained an initial appropriation in 
1908, added to it in 1912 and in 1926 
further enlarged it to a total of 
$4,000,000. It seems that money for 
the Chicago building has not yet been 
provided, but a representative of the 
Marshall Field estate, which sold the 
site to the Government at a bargain 
rate through public-spirited motives, 
is joining with other business lead- 
ers of the city in an energetic rep- 
resentation to Congress to secure 
building funds. . 

These Chicagoans are go-getters, 
and it is safe to say that they will 
not let their Congressmen rest until 
this new building has been provided 
for. Which leads to the comment 
that in the, at least, fifteen years in 
which New York has been making 
half-hearted and sporadic efforts to 
get Washington to do something 
about the New York postoffice no 
effort has been sufficiently sustained 
to accomplish anything. Now and 
then some Congressman agitates the 
matter for a while and then appar- 
ently forgets it. 

I understand that New York has 
offered the Government a site for a 
new postoffice, gratis, if such would 
be utilized, but even this offer has 
received the cold shoulder. My pre- 
diction is that, with all the woes of 
the corn belt—their political inter- 
ests so far exceed those of the East, 
Wall Street especially—if in the 
next generation New York does get 
a new postoffice the business men 
of the city will have to chip in and 
provide funds to build on the site 
which the city offers to donate.

Gives Details 
to Cleveland Convention of 
Locomotive Engineers. 


QUICK ACTION NOT EXPECTED 





Cooperative Control Is Suggested, 


With the Mitten’ Interests 
Exercising Final Voice.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 20.—Dr. 
A. A. Mitten, son of Thomas E. Mit- 
ten, Philadelphia traction operator 
and banker, who made an offer to 
the Brotherhood of Locomative En- 
gineers to buy control of eleven 
banks and seven investment compa- 
nies of the organization, appeared 
before the triennial convention here 
today to outline details of the pro- 
posal.

George T. Webb,- executive Vice 
President of the Cleveland B. of

of the plan. 

The Mitten plan provides for direc- 
tion of the chain of Brotherhood 
banks under cooperative control, but 
with the Mitten interests exercising 
final voice. The Brotherhood would 
continue to have representatives on 
the boards of all the banks and the 
Brotherhood licy of cooperation 
would be con nued:

The Mexican Gulf was accused of 
drilling two wells, Salinas 34 and 54, 
without permission of the depart- 
ment, and the International was 
charged with drilling Altamira 67, 
likewise without permission. 

The department bases the fines on 
a decree issued April 12, 1921, which 
is quoted as follows: 

‘‘Private citizens or companies who 
explore or exploit in private property 
as well as national lands with titles, 
concessions, denouncements as own- 
ers or lessees or any class of titles 
can start work only with permission 
of the Department of Industry, Com- 
merce and Labor, 

*‘When drilling of a well is started 
without permission, the violation of 
this regulation will be punished ac- 
cording to Article XXI of the Con- 
stitution with a fine of from 5,000 to 
20,000 pesos in Mexican gold. In ad- 
dition to the fine, work will be imme- 
diately suspende d.’

The information in which Wall 
Street appeared to be most interested 
yesterday was not published until 
after the Stock Exchange had closed.

business yesterday showed further 
increase of $41,447,000; it brought

January, 1926: Measured by the 
usual comparisons, the new figure 
represented increase of $642,466,000 
over the same week a year ago, and 
expansion thus far in 1927 of $372,- 
115,000, contrasting with reduction 
of $890,650,000 in the corresponding 
period of 1926. 

It is perfectly well known that 
these large borrowings are partly 
accounted for by new securities un- 
derwritten by Wall Street houses, 
some of which have not been passed 
aléng to investors as quickly as had 
been hoped, and which therefore still 
figure as collateral on ‘brokers’ 
loans.’’ But allowance always has 
to be made for such operations in 
reckoning the precise requisition of 
speculation pure and simple on the 
credit fund. In this case it will 
probably be agreed that neither con- 
tinuing obligations of that kind, nor 
the “new Hstings’’ to whose influ- 
ence the recent report of the Stock 
Exchange referred, can obscure the 
natural implications from these ris- 
ing figures. They will probably be 
associated in the financial mind with 
the three successive weekly deficits 
in New York bank reserves, which 
have at least shown fairly urgent de- 
mand for credit facilities. 

No reflection of this increased use of 
credit appeared in yesterday’s money 
market, where the 4 per cent. rate 
for Stock Exchange loans remained 
unchanged. Relatively easy money 
is usual at just this time, however, 
because of accumulation of tempo- 
rarily idle funds in advance of the 
large July disbursements. The stock 
market of the day moved much as it 
had done during several preceding 
business days, but with perhaps 
larger predominance of irregular de- 
clines in active stocks. These de- 
clines ranged from 1 to 13 points at 
the end of the day, but were as usual 
offset by rapid advance in other 
stocks. 

Some of these advances amounted 
to 7 or 8 points at the day’s highest. 
That one of the largest of them oc- 
curred in the shares of an oil com- 
pany caused no particular surprise. 
The probable movement of any given 
stock is gauged just now by the con- 
trol of the shares, rather than by the 
outlook of a company’s trade. As a 
whole the day’s market could best 
be deschibed as irregular, with alter- 
nating periods of strength and weak- 
ness. In most of the active stocks, 
a considerable part of the gains and 
the losses was canceled before the 
closing. Total transactions on the 
Stock Exchange fell below the 2,000,- 
000-share mark, for the first time in 
any five-hour day since May 17. 
During the intervening period there 
have been twenty-one days to exceed 
that figure. 

The bond market changed little 
from its recent apathetic form, and 
gave no sign of anticipating the large 
reinvestment movement which is al- 
ways expected after the July pay- 
ments. Its attitude seems to reflect 
equally the slower demand at the 
high prices lately prevalent, the fact 
that speculative buying has measur- 
ably anticipated the July inquiry, and 
the large amount of new securities 
that are in process of ‘“‘digestion.”’ 
Few of the other markets changed 
very noticeably, though spot cotton 
again went above 17 cents, almost 
regaining the high point of the sea- 
son. The price is now only 1% cents 
below that of exactly a year ago. 
After this time in 1926, cotton moved 
upward and downward with ap- 
parently complete uncertainty, re- 
sponding to the successive and highly 
variable monthly reports of ‘‘indi- 
cated yield.”” A similar experience 
is doubtless shortly ahead of the 
market now.

‘New Well of 10,000-Barrel 
Capacity Lifts Production 
to Total of 392,000. . 


GREATER OUTPUT EXPECTED 


New Territory Being Brought In 
and Restriction May Lead 
to More Drilling. 


The Seminole pool has made a new 
record of crude oil production with 
an output of 392,000 barrels in the 
twenty-four hours ended at 7 A. M. 
on June 18, a gain of 6,000 barrels. 
This gain was caused by the Earls- 
boro area reaching a new peak of 
84,000 barrels upon completion of the 
Cities Service Company’s new exten- 
sion well, flowing about 10,000 bar- 
rels daily. 

‘ The Earlsboro pool until a few days 
ago had been held around 65,000 bar- 
rels daily because the extension wells 
were pinched down by agreemnt. A 
jump to 84,000 barrels on Friday was 
regarded as a breakdown of the 
agreement to limit the yield of these 
wells. 

Cities Service’s new well extends 
the Earlsboro pool about one-half 
mile east and about one mile north- 
east, and is the furthest northeast 
well in the field. The company re- 
ports the crude oil output of its sub- 
sidiaries in the United States now 
at about 100,000 barrels daily. 

Operators are looking for a Semi- 
nole peak of £00,000 barrels in a 


week or two, and after a possible 
short dip in production going into 
rig they t the Earlsboro pool 

o really hit its stride in production 
3 August. 

The extensions to Earlsboro form 
one of three distinct areas around 
Seminole which promise to maintain 
the production of the Seminole dis- 
trict. With rumblings of dissatisfac- 
tion with the limitation of the yield 
of the Earlsboro wells, it is expected 
that the } will be drilled up be- 
cause of this dissatisfaction. 

A second new producting area is 
three miles southwest of the Bow- 
legs pool, in section 1-7-6, where the 
Indian Territory Illuminating Com- 
pany has a hole full of oil in the Wil- 
cox sand. The well has been held 
back by the eement, but the fail- 

ity renew expiring 
the drilling of 
three offset wells, and although some 
efforts may be made to hold back 
these four wells when all are com- 
pleted, lease ownership and diversi- 
fied royalty interest are.expected to 
require full production. This would 
mean considerable additional drilling 
to protect offsets, and is expected to 
bring on another k in the Semi- 
nole area around tober.

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GOOD STOCKS LOST 
IN NEW SWINDLE 


Better Business Bureau Gives 
Warning of Scheme of 
‘Holding Company.’ 


FORGED BANK LETTERS USED 


Victims Reported From Maryland 
to California—One Arrest 
Made in Illinois. 


A new form of stock swindle based 
on supposed operations of a holding 
company was reported yesterday by 
James C. Auchincloss, President of 
the Better Business Bureau, 280 
Broadway. He said it recently had 
been brought to perfection by a group 
of free-lance operators on a nation- 
wide scale and was victimizing many 
stockholders by having every appear- 
ance of being a bona fide deal, es- 
pecially because the stocks obtained 
were those of corporations which 
actually were in process of reorgan- 
ization. 

Mr. Auchincloss said the swindlers 
had used the names of two leading 
banks and one trust company in this 
city, together with those of mid- 
Western public utility companies and 
nationally known corporations en- 
gaged in fruit distribution, oil pro- 
duction and marketing and motor-car 
manufacturing. The names of these 
concerns were withheld, he said, in 
order that investigations by the au- 
thorities which were under way 
might not be hampered. 

‘The corporations have been men- 
tioned in press reports in connection 
with reported mergers, while the 
banks named are generally known as 
underwriters of investment issues, in- 
cluding those of the twelve corpora- 
tions named in the letters,’”’ Mr. 
Auehincloss said. 

‘Information from such widely sep- 
erated States as Maryland, Illinois 
and California indicates that the 
swindlers are working in virtually all 
corners of the country. One indli- 
vidual alleged to be involved is now 
in the custody of a Sheriff of Illinois 
and charged with grand larceny in 
a $30,000 deal. 

‘*The operators print letterheads of 
a nationally known bank, and then 
arm themselves with letters highly 
commendatory of the bearer written 
on such letterhead. This letter bears 
what is purported to be the signature 
of an officer of the bank, and, in 
some cases, refers to the bearer as 
the ‘representative’ of the bank’s 
officer. 

“Among the losses reported to the 
Better Business Bureau is that of an 
investor in Baltimore, who gave up 
thirty-five shares of stock in a going 
company with a market value of Sev- 
eral thousand dollars and a check 
for $250 to make sure of his holdings 
in a new ‘merger’ which was con- 
vincingly outlined in the letters pre- 
sented him by the swindler, and re- 
ceived in return only the securities of 
an unknown ‘holding company.’ ”’ 

Mr. Auchincloss advised that any 
one approached for the personal cus- 
tody of securities by an individual 
not well known should investigate 
through a local bank or the nearest 
Better Business Bureau, or should 
telegraph an inquiry to the Better 
Business Bureau of New York at 280 
Broadway, or to the National Better 
Business Bureau, 383 Madison Ave- 


nue. He said such inquiries would 
be answered promptly.
